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The District Council Meeting 


The 8lst annual District Council ses- 
sion has joined its predecessors on the 
records of our District history and has 
added its page to the volume of District 
fellowship and blessing. The beautiful 
new Full Gospel Temple in Richmond 
provided comfortable convenient accom- 
modations for the District Council busi- 
ness meetings, committee meetings, and 
the large gatherings in the evening serv- 
ices. 

From the rally night on Tuesday and 
in all the evening services through Fri- 
day, January 25 to 28, the ministry of 
Brother Harold Horton from England, 
was a high spot of the convention activi- 
ties and:blessings. His refreshing minis- 
try in manner and presentation of the 
Word of God was enjoyed by those who 
heard him and it was helpful to all. The 
special music provided by District and 
visiting ministers was also greatly ap- 
preciated. 

The business done in the sessions ef- 
fects many phases of the District inter- 
ests. Practically all of the matters con- 
sidered precipitated very little or no 
discussion. There was little argumenta- 
tive discussion, and on the issues that did 
occasion the taking of sides, the dif- 
ferences were resolved when the com- 
mittee worked further on clarifying the 
points under consideration. 

Brother Gaston and Brother Thur- 
mond were returned to office on the 
nominating ballot. Brother Gaston, be- 
cause of the personal request of many 
and the nature of petitions and letters 
that had been sent to him, reconsidered 
his intention and wish expressed at the 
last Council meeting that he would not 
be available for further service as Su- 
perintendent, leaving the matter of serv- 
ice in the hands of the District Council. 
The Council session soon settled the 
question by an overwhelming vote on the 
nominating ballot. 

The office of Assistant Superintendent 
was created, and Brother C. E. Persing, 
the pastor of the host church, was elect- 
ed. This office draws no salary and leaves 
a pastor in his church. It is mainly a 
provision for a successor in case of va- 
cancy in the office of Superintendent. 

On recommendation of the Women’s 
Missionary Council director and the 
sectional chairmen, in view of the growth 
and development of their work, the ex- 
ecutive offices of their group were made 
elective by the District Council body. 
Sister Thurmond was elected to serve 
as president, continuing her leadership 
of the District W. M. C., and Sister Mar- 
ion Minogue was elected to be secretary- 
treasurer. 

To help financially in the development 
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of Bethany Park, it was voted that a 
Sunday offering at least once a year 
should be received in the churches of 
the District, the suggested date to be 
set by the District officers. 

It was also voted that the District 
Sunday School Representative should be 
an elective office. Brother L. W. Suter 
was elected, so he will continue the good 
work he has been doing to strengthen 
our Sunday school program. 

Brother C. E. Persing and Brother 
L. R. Keys were elected to serve as 
General Presbyters. 

There were some changes made in 
the matter of handling the applications 
for credentials. Applicants will be asked 
to meet with a credentials committee 
made up of the District Superintendent, 
the District Secretary, the presbyter and 
two ordained ministers of their section, 
one minister to be chosen by the District 
Superintendent and one & the pres- 
byter. The examination shall be made 
in each section each year as need re- 
quires, the committee giving due notice 
to all concerned. The names recom- 
mended for credentials by the com- 
mittees shall be reviewed and passed 
upon by the District presbytery. In ad- 
dition to personal interviews by the 
credentials committees, candidates for 
ordination will be given a written ex- 
amination of not less than 20 and not 
more than 50 questions upon Biblical 
doctrine, church history and order, min- 
isterial relations, and practical ministry. 
A committee appointed by the District 
Superintendent shall be authorized to 
prepare a manual of questions and help- 
ful material for the assistance of candi- 
dates for credentials and from which 
the question for the written examination 
may be drawn. 

The Council body ratified the action 
of the presbytery in the division of what 
has been known as the Nevada section 
into the Lassen-Plumas section and the 
Nevada section. It was also voted to 
authorize the presbytery to create a 
new section in the Contra Costa area in- 
cluding Lafayette, Walnut Creek, Con- 
cord, Martinez, Bella Vista, Pittsburg, 
Vallejo, Fairfield, and Benicia if and as 
the pastors and presbyters agree. 

The District Superintendent was auth- 
orized to appoint a committee of three 
to revise our District constitution and 
bylaws, and to prepare their findings and 
recommendations for approval at the 
District Council session in January 1950. 

The matter of a bookroom to be op- 
erated in conjunction with Glad Tidings 
Bible Institute for the benefit of students 
and ministers was left in the hands of the 
presbytery. 


It was voted to send our District Su- | 


perintendent to the Pentecostal World 
Conference to be held in Paris in May, 
and that the money to do so be raised 
through the churches. An offering taken 
for this fund amounted to $165.15 in 
cash and $220 in pledges. 


All those present joined heartily in a 
vote of thanks to Pastor and Mrs. C. E. 
Persing and the congregation of the Full 
Gospel Temple for their kind hospitality 
and the use of their very fine facilities 
for the District Council meeting. 


Committees worked long and late to 
do the work of carrying on the business 
of our District. The organizational ma- 
chinery seemed well oiled by good 
fellowship and the anointing of the Spirit 
of the Lord for whose glory and in 
whose service we have our Assemblies 
of God fellowship. The business that of 
necessity must be done by any group 
that forms itself for the purpose of united 
and correlated effort, is or should be sub- 
ordinate to the cause for which it is or- 
ganized. Our Council is intended for mu- 
tual help and co-ordinated effort that we 
of like precious faith may work together 
and individually more effectually to 
spread the good news of His grace, and 
it is believed that the business accom- 
plished in this session has all been to 
that end.

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The Voice of the Father

Does it not seem passing strange that 
any person should be so blinded by prej- 
udice as to assert that the Trinity was 
not in evidence on the occasion of the 
baptism of our Lord? There was the 
Lord Jesus, the Son of God, concerning 
whom John said, “And I saw and bare 
record that this is the Son of God,” and 
there was the Holy Spirit who descended 
in bodily shape upon Him, and there was 
the Father who spoke from heaven, say- 
ing, “This is My beloved Son, in whom 
I am well pleased.” Some believe that it 
was at this time that the revelation came 
to Jesus that He was the Son of God, but 
it appears to me that from His earliest 
childhood He was aware that He had 
come from heaven, and had come into 
the world at the behest of the Father, in 
order that He might do the will of the 
Father here upon earth. When He was 
only twelve years of age He was found 
by Mary and Joseph in the temple, in the 
midst of the doctors, both hearing them 
and asking them questions, and when 
gently reproved, He replied, “Wist ye 
not that I must be about My Father’s 
business?” or, as in the A. R. V., “Knew 
ye not that I must be in My Father's 
house?” It will be seen that at that time 
He recognized the fact that God was His 
Father, and that, therefore He was the 
Son of God. 


When we are definitely told that “the 
Holy Ghost descended in a bodily shape 
like a dove upon Him,” it seems passing 
strange that any person should be so 
blinded by prejudice as to even suggest 
that it was just a dove that was 
seen. It was not a dove at all that was 
seen; it was the Holy Spirit who has no 
material shape of His own, and why, be- 
ing immaterial in His nature, is invisible 
to human eyes, who rendered Himself 
visible by assuming the bodily shape of 
a dove. And that the voice was the voice 
of the Father is evident from what the 
voice said. The length to which men 
sometimes go in order to defend mere 
theories can be seen in the fact that it has 
been actually said that it was the voice 
of Jesus, and not the voice of the Iather 
from heaven that was heard, and that 
Jesus miraculously made it appear that 
the voice was coming from heaven in or- 
der that the necessary impression might 
be made upon John and the others pres- 
ent, and that thus they might be con- 
vinced of the divine character of His 
mission. Thus an effort has been. made 
to make it appear that Jesus was a ven- 
triloquist and a deceiver, for it was cer- 


tainly believed by John, and has ever - 


been believed by earnest believers, that 
the voice was the voice of the Father and 
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that He spoke from heaven. Any unprej- 
udiced man, it appears to me, must be 
led to readily concede that at the bap- 
tism of our Lord the three Persons of the 
Trinity were in evidence, and that, there- 
fore, the doctrine of the triune nature of 
God is here set forth in a most graphic 
and convincing manner, in such a graphic 
and convincing manner that it would 
seem no person who accepts the Scrip- 
tures as divinely inspired would for even 
a moment call it into question. 


On two other occasions, while our 
Lord was here in the flesh, was the voice 
of the Father heard, each time corrobor- 
ating, as on the occasion of the baptism, 
the fact that Jesus was not the Father, 
but was as John says in 2 John, the third 
verse, “the Son of the Father.” 

The first of these occasions was that of 
the transfiguration, an account of which 
we find in each of the synoptic gospels. 
Accompanied by Peter, James, and John, 
the three favored disciples, Jesus “went 
up into a mountain to pray.” There He 
was transfigured. “As He prayed the fash- 
ion of His countenance was altered, and 
His raiment was white and glistening.” 
Moses and Elijah appeared, and they 
conversed with Him concerning “His de- 
cease which He should accomplish at 
Jerusalem.” “Peter said unto Jesus, Mas- 
ter, it is good for us to be here: and let 
us make three tabernacles; one for Thee, 
and one for Moses, and one for Elias, 
not knowing what he said. While he thus 
spake, there came a cloud, and over- 
shadowed them: and they feared as they 
entered into the cloud. And there came 
a voice out of the cloud, saying, This is 
My beloved Son: hear Him.” Each of the 
three writers tells us about the cloud, 
and the voice that came out of the cloud. 
And Peter, who was one of three disciples 
who witnessed the transfiguration, and 
was the one who made the suggestion 
that three tabernacles be erected there, 
makes mention in his Second Epistle of 
the voice that was heard on that occasion 
and of what the voice said: “We have not 
followed cunningly devised fables, when 
we made known unto you the power and 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ, but 
were eyewitnesses of His majesty. For 
He received from God the Father hon- 
our and glory, when there came such a 
voice to Him from the excellent glory, 
This is My beloved Son, in whom I am 
well pleased” (2 Peter 1:16, 17). Will 
anybody question the fact that this voice 
that each of the three disciples heard on 
that momentous occasion was the voice 
of the same One whose voice was heard 
at the time our Lord was baptized by 
John? Surely not. It was not the voice of 
Jesus that was heard; it was the voice of 
the Father, the voice of Him concerning 


whom Jesus spoke to the Jews when He 
said, “The Father Himself which hath 
sent Me, hath borne witness of Me. Ye 
have neither heard His voice at any time, 
nor seen His shape. And ye have not His 
word. abiding in you: for whom He hath 
sent, Him ye believe not” (John 5:37, 
38 ). These Jews had most certainly heard 
the voice of Jesus, but the voice of the 
Father they had not heard. 


The other occasion on which the voice 
of the Father was heard has been re- 
corded by John only. It was at a time 
when the enemies of Jesus were planning 
His death. A suggestion appears to have 
been made to Him that there was a way 
of escape. Certain Greeks had come, and 
they wanted to see Him, for the purpose, 
it would seem, of inviting Him to leave 
the land of the Jews where His life was 
in danger, and come to Greece, where 
He would be welcomed by the Greeks, 
and where He could proclaim the truth 
and be unmolested; thereby they appear 
to have suggested His life of usefulness 
could be prolonged. But Jesus had come 
into the world to die for sinners, and He 
refused to fly from duty. Nevertheless, 
being human, as well as divine, He was 
troubled. Here is what we read He said: 
“Now is My soul troubled. And what 
shall I say? Father, save Me from this 
hour? No, for this purpose I have come 
to this hour. Father, glorify Thy name. 
Then a voice came from heaven, ‘I have 
glorified it, and I will glorify it again.’” 
John 12:27, 28, Revised Standard Ver- 
sion. Will anybody say that Jesus exer- 
cised the powers of a ventriloquist on 
this occasion, and endeavored to make 
the people believe the One to whom He 
was praying was answering His prayer 
when in reality He was getting no ans- 
wer at all? 

The voice, beyond any question of 
doubt, was the voice of the Father. So, 
it will be seen, our Lord had a Father. 
Jesus said to the people, “This voice came 
not because of Me, but for your sakes.” 
And the record has been made for our 
sakes, that we might believe. And blessed 
indeed are they who believe, not that 
the Son was the Father, and that the Fa- 
ther was the Son, or is the Son, but that 
the Father was at the beginning, and the 
Son was at the beginning also, that the 
Son was the bosom companion of the Fa- 
ther, and that He came into the world at 
the Father's behest, and having done the 
Father’s will here upon earth, rose from 
the dead, and ascended into heaven, 
there to sit at the Father’s right hand, in 
accordance with what we read in Mark 
16:19, “So then, after the Lord had spo- 
ken unto them, He was received up into 
heaven, and sat on the right hand of 
God.” There He was seen by Stephen, 
who “being full of the Holy Ghost, look- 
ed up steadfastly into heaven, and saw 
the glory of God, and Jesus standing on

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Superintendent’s Report 
To The Council Session 


The Distria 


Before attempting to present a brief 
survey of our District work through the 


past year to this representative body, I ° 


pause briefly to give glory to God for the 
grace and blessing that has been so in 
evidence in our Assemblies of God fel- 
lowship. Our hearts should be deeply 
humbled at the remembrance of His 
mercy, and this great conference will 
wholeheartedly agree when I go on to 
remark that this abundant blessing of 
God calls for something more than heart 
humility. We should “offer the sacrifice 
of praise to God continually, that is, the 
fruit of our lips giving thanks in His 
name. 


It is not by accident or mistake that 
our churches are generally referred to as 
noisy. Exuberant joy and spontaneous 
praise has characterized the Pentecostal 
testimony throughout the world in these 
last days. With this kind of religion, our 
chances for appreciative understanding 
by those who walk by the feeble light of 
nature are nil. We are and should ever 
be content to remain quite outside the 
camp of stereotyped formal religion. 
Shall we not unite together in the prayer- 
ful hope that the presence of the one 
and only vicar of Christ, the blessed Holy 
Spirit, will ever keep the door to world 
conformity closed behind us and the way 
to the more abundant life stretching be- 
fore us in unbroken continuity. 

It is my opinion that a detailed report 
of my own rather limited activities would 
be of questionable interest or value. I 
would like to suggest, however, that this 
District encourage our ministers to pre- 
pare concise reports for this annual gath- 
ering in the future. I believe this would 
prove an encouragement to faith and 
perhaps be the needed stimulus for some 
who might be suffering from a condition 
that might be properly diagnosed as per- 
nicious spiritual anemia or “that tired 
feeling.” Would it be a wise departure 
from precedent for the annual District 
Council to make room for abbreviated 
reports from the field? 

Despite the pall of unrest and uncer- 
tainty that still hangs over the world and 
the threat of ruinous inflation or defla- 
tion, the good preachers and congrega- 
tions that comprise our Pentecostal fel- 
lowship have moved aggressively and to 
a remarkable degree peacefully onward. 
Some sixteen churches have been com- 
pleted and dedicated during the past 
year. Since rather detailed publicity has 
already been given through the pages of 
our District magazine, any attempt to 
elaborate on these worthy projects would 
be out of place here. Suffice to say that

not a few of these newly dedicated sanc- 
tuaries, including the one in which we 
are now assembled, will rank among the 
best in their respective communities. On 
behalf of the District officiary and all 
the ministers and delegates ot this Dis- 
trict session, I would assure those who 
represent these assemblies and each and 
all of the ministers who have conspired 
and perspired with the people in bringing 
to pass these commendable ends, that we 
honor you for this unmistakable evidence 
of your devotion to Christ and His 
church. 

I trust the time will never come when 
we will attach too much importance to 
the physical assets of a growing move- 
ment. It is inevitable that churches, 
schools, campgrunds, etc., will continue 
to enlarge and improve. Religious move- 
ments must keep moving, and there is 
only one safe direction. Yet if we would 
continue to build according to the Scrip- 
tural pattern and would maintain the 
glow that has characterized our work 
from the beginning, our emphasis must 
be on the spiritual—the unseen, and our 
crown of rejoicing, a redeemed people 
espoused as a chaste virgin to Christ. 
Would to God that this conference could 
contribute to the Scriptural ideal by 
pushing tangible things and such in- 
tangibles as place and position in the 
background of our thinking, and give us 
to see and feel more clearly and deeply 
than ever the superlative worth of the 
people themselves. 

The Northern California and Nevada 
District has consistently sponsored the 
cause of world missions through the 
years. A word of commendation to the 
ministers and delegates here assembled 
is altogether fitting. Here again I would 
urge that a report of the missionary giv- 
ing of each of our assemblies be made to 
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this annual conference each year. Mis- 
sionary givers are not actuated by any 
desire for the applause of men. Yet the 
sharing of these reports might well 
serve to provoke to emulation those 
whose zeal for world evangelism is un- 
dernourished. 


An examination of the detailed report 
of our Secretary-Treasurer will reveal 
that our annual home missions contribu- 
tions have shown a decline. I hope this 
will be noted and remembered and that 
appropriate remedial measures will be 
inaugurated to correct the situation. We 
should keep the gospel witness in those 
communities where a beginning has been 
made and push further our advance to 
needy virgin fields. We should also con- 
tinue and greatly increase our help to 
struggling assemblies in their efforts to 
build a sanctuary for the Lord. In some 
communities our workers are stymied 
for want of a suitable place to gather the 


people. Our practical fellowship in this — 


their major problem could spell the dif- 
ference between years of ineffective 
struggle and eventual withdrawal and a 
progressively effective labor of love and 
the establishment of a stable soul-saving 
center that will continue to influence 
people for God till Jesus comes. 


The Women’s Missionary Council, un- 
der the leadership of Sister Thurmond, 


is helping to lift a heavy load for many , 


people in many places. The quality and 
quantity of the work being done by the 
women of our churches deserves not only 
public recognition but also general and 


consistent co-operation in these helpful 


ministries. I suggest that this District 
Council arrange for some commmittee of 
brethren to counsel with the leaders of 
the W.M.C. regarding some plan for a 
travel expense fund and any other mat- 
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ters that might be discussed here with 
profit. 

I am happy to report that I hear noth- 
ing but good of Christ’s Ambassadors’ 
activities. Ever since I have been ac- 
quainted with the work in this District, 
we have been blessed with young men 
of sterling character and spiritual vision 
to guide the C. A. organization. That the 
leadership of Brother Dick Fulmer and 
his associates will measure up to the high 
standards set by their predecessors is the 
feeling of confidence that is shared by 
the general fellowship. I want our Broth- 
er Fulmer and all our young people to 
know that we older people appreciate 
their zeal for Christ and their vision to 
hold before the youth of our day that 
high standard of Christian living that is 
becoming to a movement that has from 
its early beginning sought to build a 
church fellowship that would be char- 
acterized by separation from this evil 
world and devotion to things spiritual 
and eternal. 

Unhealthy and unspiritual tendencies 
of youth movements in the church world 
_has led some to entertain a measure of 
fear and trepidation that perhaps the 
time would come when our own youth 
organization would imbibe ideals which 
are not in keeping with the pilgrim char- 
acter of our testimony and the essential 
unity of all our people. I am not prepared 
to say this fear is purely the figment of 
a too vivid imagination. I will say, how- 
ever, that in case of such an eventuality 
with our young Christ’s Ambassadors 
their elders would certainly share the re- 
sponsibility. The church as a whole can- 
not evade responsibility for the, unre- 
sponsibility that is witnessed in any age 
segment of its membership. Our young 
people will be better and will do better 
work when they have better examples 
set before them. 

Brethren, young and old, shall we not 
conspire together to conserve and chan- 
nel our energies in one grand last-days 
crusade for Christ and souls? After all, 
our fellowship is in the Spirit—it is age- 
less. 

Good reports come to the District of- 
fice from time to time of the work of our 
Sunday School Representative, Brother 
Suter. The mission of promoting eflici- 
ency in Sunday schools and ther avenues 
of child evangelism is indeed a great 
ministry. We should all be interested in 
hearing Brother Suter’s report. —

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Secretury’s Annual Report 


The total of our ministerial fellowship 
remains about the same as last year, due 
to the transferring of ministers in and 
out of the District. There are 356 on the 
ordained list, 212 licensed, and 38 with 
Exhorters Permits, making a total of 606. 
There are, however, nine more on the 
licensed list who are shown as mission- 
aries who have gone from this District 
without regular appointment. This makes 
a total of 615 besides the 41 ordained 
missionaries under appointment. 


During the year we have had 47 trans- 
fers into the District and 41 transfers 
out, six withdrawals, three were dropped 
and three suspended; two ministers re- 
newed General Council fellowship, C. 
G. Roberts and Watson T. Moore. Three 
names have been removed due to death: 
Brothers Henry Gill, William L. Ray, 
and E. L. Stewart. These were all mem- 
bers of the Ministerial Benevolent Fund, 
and Brother Stewart was also a meniber 
of the Metropolitan Group Insurance. 
There were three others in the Minister- 
ial Benevolent Fund who were compan- 
ions of our ministers: Roy A. Johnson, 
Victoria Freimark, and Mrs. Dan Robin- 
son. Only two Ministerial Benevolent 
Fund calls had to be made and there will 
be no need for any more calls for at least 
two more deaths. It might interest you 
to know we have 569 members in the 
Ministerial Benevolent Fund and 340 in 
the Metropolitan Group Insurance. 

We have 171 affiliated churches and 
86 associated churches in the district, 
making a total of 207. 

Throughout the year the presbytery 
has met on several occasions. First at the 
District Council January 26 and 30; then 
on April 8; again at camp meeting Au- 
gust 5, 6, 11, and 12; and November 5.

The Home Missions Committee met on 
January 28 and November 6,-1948. The 
Campground Committee met on Feb- 
ruary 16, April 16, May 26, August 4, 9, 
and 14. The Glad Tidings Bible Insti- 
tute board met on February 4 and 9, 
March 10, and April 9, May 27, June 4, 
September 20, and 26, with the entire 
presbytery on August 6 and November 
5. Minor matters were dealt with at other 
times without calling the entire board 
together. 


We will not burden you here with de- 
tails of these committee meetings. Per- 
haps the chairmen of the various com- 
mittees will be making reports, also the 
Women’s Missionary Council chairman 
as to the missionary and relief program. 


It has been another busy year in con- 
nection with the Bible School, the St. 
Helena and the Santa Cruz camp- 
grounds, churches and missionary work. 
A lease for 99 years has been given the 
District by Glad Tidings Temple of San 
Francisco on the Glad Tidings Bible In- 
stitute for the rental of $1.00 per year. 
The St. Helena campground sale has 
been consummated. A large develop- 
ment and building program was carried 
out at the Santa Cruz campground with 
which most all are familiar, the cost of 
which you will hear more about in the 
financial report. A total of 151 deeds 
have been made out for lots that were 
sold. There are a few buyers who have 
not yet signed up their deeds, also a few 
who have not paid up on their lots. We 
trust they will soon do so as the money 


_is needed for current expenses and fur- 


ther development of the electrical and 
water systems. There are 29 lots left to 
sell, some of these having a lovely val- 
ley view; also some acreages are avail- 
able. 

We are happy for the progressive work 
of the district and the forward move 
from year to year. May the vision con- 
tinue to grow. As we all pull together 
much more can be accomplished for the 
kingdom of God. 

In closing this brief secretarial report, 
I would not fail to express appreciation 
for the good work of Sister Maddocks in 
the district office and as editor of Glad 
Tidings; for the good fellowship with 
Brother Gaston and the blessings of the 
Lord upon his leadership; also for the 
many invitations to minister in your 
churches and at the fellowship meetings. 
God bless you all for your kindness and 
fellowship. 

May the dear Lord continue to work 
out His will and do of His good pleasure 
in each of our lives to His praise and 
glory at His appearing.

manner of selecting this important officer 
in our fellowship, the presbytery will 
continue to function in the matter as in 
the past. I think, however, if you leave 
this responsibility in their hands, the 
pastors who have made use of the serv- 
ices of our good brother should pass on 
their recommendations and suggestions 
to this board. These brethren will also 
appreciate your suggestions for more fi- 
nancial co-operation on the field. I feel 
sure that the ministry of Brother Suter is 
greatly appreciated, but if we should 
judge by the way the churches support 
this ministry, we would conclude other- 
wise. I would like to suggest here that 
our District representative select a small 
committee and plan, in co-operation with 
the presbytery, for separate camps for 
boys and girls this summer. 


Our Bible Institute is now and will 
continue to be an important part of our 
co-operative endeavor. The District now 
has a 99-year lease on the dormitory 
building, which has been the home of 
the Institute through the years, pro- 
vided only that we continue to use it to 
house the Bible school. Constructive 
ideas for a better and more satisfactory 
base of operations will be greatly appre- 
ciated by this District Council. While 
encouraging full and free discussion of 
this matter, I feel impelled to urge that 
a prudent approach to this problem will 
manifest great moderation toward the 
past and present while reaching for big- 
ger and better things for the future. 


We now have a full-time president in 
the person of Brother O. W. Keyes. 
Brother Keyes has had years of experi- 
ence both in teaching and in school ad- 
ministration. We are fortunate in being 
able to secure Brother and Sister Keyes 
for Glad Tidings Bible Institute. Dean 
W. E. Pickthorn has done an excellent 
job in re-arranging the entire curriculum 
to conform with the recommendations of 
the General Council Educational Com- 
mittee. It was largely due to the pain- 
staking work of Brother Pickthorn in 
getting necessary data into the hands of 
the examining committee of the Accred- 
iting Association that enabled us to stc- 
cessfully negotiate that difficult hurdle. 
Space will not permit further personal 
mention, but all the valued additions to 
the Institute staff will be presented to 
the conference at the proper time. 


In closing this fragmentary sketch, I 
wish to commend to your esteem and to 
your prayers the splendid young men 
and women that make up our student 
body. When I look in their eager faces, 
my heart is encouraged for the future. 
Such able-bodied, clean-minded, Spirit- 
filled, truth-loving young people will give

a good account of themselves in the days 
to come. 

Our District camp meeting develop- 
ment is still far from what we vision for 
it in the days and years to come. The 
open front of the great tabernacle has 
been closed and a slight extension made 
at the entrance, giving us 10 x 85 feet 
more room, with a potential 15-foot bal- 
cony for the indefinite future. This will 
provide a little more room and a lot more 
comfort for our 1949 Camp. The prob- 
abilities are that the place will be packed 
to capacity for the entire 17 days, July 
1 to 17 inclusive. 

The entire cost of the project is now 
nearing the $200,000 mark. Of this 
amount, slightly less than $23,000 has 
been contributed by individuals and as- 
semblies. A little less than $68,000 came 
from lots sold and paid for, while some 
$36,000 came from the camp property in 
St. Helena. This leaves the District in- 
volved to the amount of some $72,000, 
and we are still faced with the expense 
of installing the water system and mak- 
ing a deposit for light and power. Over 
against this picture there are salable lots 
valued at $15,000, and acre plots valued 
at some $16,000, with better than $4,000 
still outstanding on lots that were con- 
tracted for last year. This property is 
sure to develop into one of the nicest 
things of its kind in America. It would be 
in the interest of our District, as well as 
in the interest of those who look for- 
ward to having one of these desirable 
sites, that we act quickly. The supply is 
definitely limited. 

I shall refrain from making any recom- 
mendation concerning the raising of 
funds to liquidate this debt or to make 
further needed improvements, but in 
passing I leave the following observation 
with you. Any concerted effort that 
would enlist reasonable and general sup- 
port could complete the project and pay 
all the indebtedness without strain to 
anyone. 

A few words regarding the District of- 
fice will be in order. Sister Maddocks is 
doing a grand job with our District pa- 
per. Her own article makes a real con- 
tribution, and her skill in putting the 
paper together is commendable. i am 
wondering if we cannot evolve soine plan 
that would enlarge the sphere of influ- 
ence of this good magazine and also make 
it more nearly self-sustaining. Your in- 
terest in this matter and your suggestions 
to the editor would be appreciated. 

The work of our Secretary-Treasurer 
needs no word of commendation from 
me. I think it fitting, however, to call the 
atterition of this Council session tc the 
need for more help with the detail work 
of this office. During much of the past 
year Brother Thurmond has been defi- 
nitely overworked. 

This might be a good place to throw 
in a word concerning a more general and

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How To Preach and Convert Nobody 


by Charles G. Finney 


Let your supreme motive be to secure 
your own popularity; then, of course, 
your preaching will be adapted to that 
end, and not to convert souls to Christ. 

Be sparing of thought, lest: your ser- 
Be contain truth enough to convert a 
soul, 


Make no distinct points, and take no 
disturbing issues with the consciences 
of your hearers, lest they remember these 
issues and become alarmed about their 
souls. 

Avoid preaching doctrines that are of- 
fensive to the carnal mind lest the 
should say of you, as they did of Christ, 
“This is an hard saying; who can bear it?” 
and that you are injuring your influence. 

Keep the spirituality of God’s holy 
law, by which is the knowledge of sin, 
out of sight, lest the sinner should see 
his lost condition and flee from the wrath 
to come. 

Preach the gospel as a remedy, but 
conceal and ignore the fatal disease of 
the sinner. 

Preach salvation by grace, but ignore 
the condemned and lost condition of the 
sinner lest he should understand what 
you mean by grace and feel his need of it. 

Avoid awakening uncomfortable mem- 
ories by reminding your hearers of their 
past sins. 

Do not make the impression that God 
commands your hearers now and here 
to obey the truth. 

Do not make the impression that you 
expect your hearers to commit them- 
selves upon the spot and give their hearts 
to God. 

Leave the impression that they are 
expected to go away in their sins and to 
consider the matter at their convenience. 

Dwell much upon their inability to 
obey, and leave the impression that they 
must wait for God to change their na- 
tures. . : 

Make no appeals to the fears of sin- 
ners but leave the impression that they 
have no reason to fear. 

Say so little of hell that your people 
will infer that you do not believe in its 
existence. ; : 

Make your impression that if God is 
as good as you are He will seud no one 
to hell. 

Try to convert sinners to Christ with- 
out producing any uncomfortable con- 
victions of sin. 

Make no disagreeable allusions to the 
doctrines of self-denial, cross-bearing, 
and crucifixion to the world, lest you 
should convict and convert some of your 
church members. Maa Se 

Admit, either expressly or implicitly, 
that all men have some moral goodness 
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in them, lest sinners should understand 
that they need a radical change of heart 
from sin to holiness. 

Do not rebuke the worldly tendencies 
of the church lest you should hurt their 
feelings and Shaily convert some of 
them. 

Do not rebuke extravagance in dress 
lest you should uncomfortably impress 
your vain and worldly church members. 

Avoid all illustrations, repetitions, and 
emphatic sentences that may compel 
your people to remember what you say. 

Avoid all heat and earnestness in your 
delivery lest you make the impression 
that you really believe what you say. 

Address the imagination and not the 
conscience of your hearers. 

Make it your aim to be personally 
popular with all classes. 

Be careful not to testify from your 
own personal experience of the power of 
the gospel lest you should produce the 
conviction upon your hearers that vou 
have something that they need. 

See that you say nothing that will ap- 
pear to any of your hearers to mean him 
or her, unless it be something flattering. 

Encourage church sociables and _ at- 
tend them yourself, because they tend 
so strongly to levity as to compromise 
Christian dignity and sobriety and thus 
paralyze the power of your preaching. 

If souls are converted in congregations 
cursed with such a ministry it will be 
other means than the preaching! 

(Editor’s Note: Keep in mind this is 
how to preach and convert nobody.)

Glad Tidings Bible Institute

Accuse My Parents 


Millions of lost souls will stand in the 
judgment day before the Great White 
Throne and, hearing their condemnation, 
will hysterically scream: “I accuse my 
parents.”

Annual Report 


Another year has come to a close and 
our hearts have been thrilled with what 
the Lord has. been doing among His 
people. Last year was a wonderful year 
in the Sunday school department but 
this year has been far greater as we have 
seen the Lord move in a very precious 
way. 

On the 11th of February of last year a 
large part of our delegation left Sacra- 
ment in the chartered Greyhound bus on 
our way to Springfield, Missiouri, to at- 
tend the National Sunday School Con- 
vention. The Lord gave us a wonderful 
trip with a big thrill coming while our 
bus was standing in the depot in Flag- 
staff, Arizona, when we had the privilege 
of having prayer with the bus driver who 
had driven us from Indio, California. 

Other delegates from California ar- 
rived by car, train, and plane until we 
had a total of 54 delegates in attendance 
at the convention. We were able to bring 
the large attendance banner home with 
us, since our delegation had the largest 
mileage of any delegation in attendance 
with a total of 129,405 miles traveled 
one way. 

The convention proved to be a real 
blessing to those who attended. Our 
delegation came home with a determina- 
tion to do more for the Master than ever 
before. One church has made the state- 
ment that their superintendent has not 
been the same man since attending the 
national convention. We are looking fcr- 
ward to the 7th National Sunday School 
Convention which will convene in 
Springfield from March 6 to 10 of this 
year. Next year we are planning on hav- 
ing four regional conventions throughout 
the United States so that more people 
will be able to attend, since it will be 
closer to home. We are hoping that 
Northern California and Nevada can be 
the host to one of these regional con- 
ventions. 

We enjoyed the privilege of having 
Brother and Sister Paul Miller, our Na- 
tional Sunday School Representative, in 
our District this last summer. We mace 2 
tour of seven of our subdistricts, holding 
Sunday school conventions in each ot 
them. 

At the camp meeting this past year we 
had a teacher training course for those 
who wanted to avail themselves of the 
opportunity of becoming better equipped 
to be soul winners in the vineyard of the 
Lord. Sister Suter, together with her 
helpers, conducted the junior church. 
The Lord met them in a marvelous way 
and a number of boys and girls yzave 
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their hearts to the Lord as a result of the 
work done there. 

Last year we received reports from 
only 94 of our schools. This year we have 
received reports from 142. In breaking 
down these reports into the four brack- 
ets in which they are placed according to 
their grade we have 65 schools in the 
Open Bible bracket, 34 are in the Blue 
Shield bracket, 23 are in the Scarlet 
Cross bracket, and the one that thrills 
our hearts is the fact that this year we 
have 19 schools in the Gold Crown brack- 
et. We would like to pay special tribute 
to five of these 19 schools for they re- 
ceived a perfect grade of 100 points on 
their check-up. 

The Scripture says that “in the multi- 
tude of counselors there is safety” and 
“in the multiude of counselors” purposes 
are established. Our Sunday schools have 
had a total of 985 workers confcrences 
during the past year to formulate new 
plans for their schools and to take care 
of the problems that have confronted 
them. 

One of the weak spots in our Sunday 
school work has been the training of our 
teachers. We have approximately 40,000 
Sunday school teachers in our Assem- 
blies of God churches in the United 
States. Our National Sunday School De- 
partment issued only 6,000 teacher train- 
ing certificates last year. This shows that 
a large part of our teachers received no 
training whatsoever. When the district 
representatives met at the General Coun- 
cil last year they felt the need of em- 
phasizing the value of teacher training 
and set a goal to double the number of 
certificates issued, which would be 12.- 
000 certificates. We are praising the Lord 
for the results as the National Sunday 
School Department has issued a total of 
14,599 certificates during this year. 

As to our own District, last year we 
had a total of 12 teacher training courses 
conducted in the Sunday schools of our 
District with a total of 118 certificates 
issued to our teachers. This year we have 
had 55 teacher training courses conduct- 
ed with a total of 753 certificates issued. 
This has been an increase of 433 per cent 
in the number of training courses con- 
ducted this year as compared with the 
number that were conducted last year. 
We had an increase of 638 per cent in 
the number of certificates issued this 
year over the number that were issued 
last year. 

The home departments of our Sunday 
schools have ministered regularly to 606 
souls who could not attend Sunday 
school because of sickness and other rea- 


sons. Many of these folk are not Pente- 
costal and many of them have not known 
the Lord Jesus Christ, but through the 
work of this department they have re- 
ceived the message of the gospel. 

The cradle roll departments of our 
Sunday schools have carried on a mar- 
velous ministry to the babies and small 
children. Many of these are the children 
of parents who do not know the Lord 
and have no interest in the gospel. In 
this ministry the workers have not min- 
istered to the cradle roll members alone 
but to the parents as well. The workers 
have had the privilege of seeing many of 
these parents come to Sunday school and 
also to the Lord Jesus for salvation. The 
cradle roll departments of the Sunday 
schools of our District now have a mem- 
bership of 2.671. 

Since some of our schools did not re- 
port we cannot give you the exact figures 
on the increase in attendance, but trom 
the reports that we have received, we 
find that we have had an increase in» 
average attendance in the schools of our 
District of approximately 2,525 pupils. 

The highlight oi the whole program 
that we have been working on is the 
number of souls that have found the 
Lord as their personal Saviour. Accord- 
ing to the reports, approximately 3,629 
souls have been saved through the Sun- 
day schools of our District. 

T have traveled over 21,000 miles this 
last year in the interest of the Sunday 
school work. The calls for the services ot 
the District Sunday School Representa- 
tive have been so great that I have found 
myself scheduled as much as five or six 
months in advance. I have been thank- 
ing the Lord for the awakening among 
our people to the realization of the need 
of more and greater efforts being put 
into our Sunday schools, as it will mean 
more souls brought into the kingdom of 
God. 

There has been some talk this past 
year of discontinuing the District Sun-. 
day School office due to the lack of finan- 
ces. I mentioned this to the pastors in 
my check-up letter that I sent out last 
September and the response of the p:c- 
ple to that one letter has been far above 
all expectations as quite a large nimber 
of Sunday schools have written in to my 
office telling of their decision to suyport 
the District Sunday School office. Some 
are sending in the one dollar each morth, 
some are sending in five dollars each 
month, others are sending twenty-five 
dollars each year, and quite a nurnber of 
schools have decided to tithe of their 
Sunday school offerings to th2 District 
office. I believe that with the co-opera- 
tion of all concerned the District Sunday 
School office will be self-supporting by 
the end of this year. ’ 

May the Lord help us to consecrate 
ourselves to the task that lies ahead.

Sierra Leone The Rhodes 


(Brother and Sister Harold Rhodes 
are settling in their new location in 
West Africa at Lungi, away from the 
city of Freetown, where they have min- 
istered since their going to the mission 
field. ) 

_ We are really enjoying our missionary 
life ever so much more since being in 
_ the bush. Missionary work in Freetown 
Is Just as necessary but extremely trying. 
We like the simplicity of the bush peo- 
ple. This is a very strong Mohammadan 
area and the work among them is a slow 
process. However, we feel that it is im- 
_ portant and we are not discouraged by 
their apparent indifference. We know 
there is power in the gospel of Jesus 
Christ. 

_._ Our most encouraging meeting is in 
the Limba chief's compound. The J.im- 
bas are not Mohammadan. Such a large 
number have moved into this area the 
last four years that they have crowned 

_a chief. The chief is most interested and 
attends all our meetings in Lungi. 

While waiting for the dry weather to 

come, we have been renting a house !rom 
the Lungi chief. It is far from being 
ideal, but we manage nicely. Living here 
has been an education. We see native 
life in its rawest state. The people are 
very primitive in spite of being so close 
to civilization. We are anxious to get 
started on -our building project. When 
the rains are over sufficiently, we want 
to start with the mud blocks and put 
in the cement foundation. 


If all goes well, we hope to be home 
for camp meeting. The past three years 
have passed quickly, and we have cer- 
tainly had many interesting experiences. 


Philippines Clyde Shields 

(Brother and Sister Shields are in 
Santa Maria, Ilocos Sur, P. I.) 

A few days ago I went with one of the 
Filipino pastors to an outstation which is 
some distance from here. We rode a 
truck for an hour, then hiked for two and 
a half hours to reach the station. The 
walking took us up and down mountains, 
through one river six times, wading 
many mud holes where oozy mud reach- 
ed almost to our knees, and our path 
often led over huge sharp stones. The 
sun was so hot and the hike so rugged 
that we welcomed a cool drink and a 
comfortable chair when we _ arrived 
among the bamboo houses of Buguibug. 
The folk were overjoyed to see us. Many 
of them had never seen a missionary be- 
fore, and a white face was a novelty in 
that barrio (village). 

The Christians in this mountain vil- 
lage are an on-fire, happy group of peo- 
ple. We had a splendid service with 
them that night, preaching with the aid 
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of our interpreter. English is spoken in 
this country, but many of the older peo- 
ple do not know it well enough to grasp 
a message; so for their benefit we usually 
speak through an_ interpreter. God 
blessed the crowd which filled the little 
bamboo grass capilia (church) that 
night. In the early hours of the next day, 
the people insisted on hearing more be- 
fore we went home to Santa Maria. 


The young people of Buguibug and 
other places near us are destitute for 
clothing. Christ said that if you clothe 
them you have done it as unto Him. Can 
you look through your closets and select 
the things you do not wear any more and 
send them to us for distribution among 
those who are destitute? These are your 
brethren. 


Wahiawa, T. A. The Headricks 


(Brother and Sister Harold Headrick, 
with their family, are settled about 40 
miles from Honolulu. In the year and a 
half they have been in the Islands, they 
spent some months assisting in Hono- 
lulu, and since going to Wahiawa, a 
building has been erected and a thriv- 
ing congregation has been gathered, 
there being a good number saved and 
some receiving the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit. ) 

As we look back over the past year 
and think of all God has done for us 
here, since this work was started in Au- 
gust, we cannot praise the Lord enough.

Moody, who served as pastor of Bethany 
Chapel in Oakland for over five years 
after retiring from the teaching staff of 
Glad Tidings Bible Institute. Since his 
passing, Sister Moody remained with 
The Hitchcock Sisters, making her home 
with them until the time of her death. 

Brother and Sister Moody were among 
the pioneers of the Pentecostal movement 
and were early members of the Assem- 
blies of God. 

The funeral was held at the Grant Mil- 
ler Funeral Home on East 14th Street on 
Oakland on January 20, with Brother J. 
Narver Gortner and Brother Thurmond, 
assisted by Sister Mary Hitchcock, offi- 
ciating. Interment was in the Evergreen 
Cemetery in Oakland. 

Sister Moody was a member of the 
Minister's Benevolent Fund, but even 
though the benefit was paid there will 
be no assessment made on the members, 
as the fund still remains above $1000, 
and no calls are to be made again until 
it is reduced beyond that amount.

Samoa The Luces 


(Sister M. H. Luce writes a missionary 
letter to the children. Doubtless all ages 
would be interested in reading ai ac- 
count of some of their experiences. ) 

In a five weeks missionary journey we 
visited the island of Savai’i. It is the lar- 
gest island of this group of islands, be- 
ing about 700 square miles. It is 45 miles 
long and 26 miles wide at its greatest 
width. It is a beautiful island and has 
three extinct volcanoes. One mountain 
rises 6,094 feet and is called Mauga Sili, 
which means Chief Mountain. 


The people of Savai’i have very little of 
this world’s goods, and there are no mod- 
erm conveniences such as you enjoy in 
the States. The stores are very, very 
small. They have only a few cans of 
corned beef, sardines, a few cans of jiard 
thick crackers, something like dog bis- 
cuits. The people do not need to buy 
much food because they live on such 
things as breadfruit, taro, bananas, pap- 
ya, and cocoanut. Nearly every family 
raises chickens and pigs for their feast 
days. No special houses are built for the 
chickens. When the sun starts to go 
down, a long pole with cross sections is 
leaned on the house; then the chickens 
climb up the pole and perch on the roof. 
We wondered how they could hang’ on, 
because the wind from the ocean blows 
very hard most of the time. 


The shore line of Savai’i is beautiful 
with its long stretches of gleaming white 
sand and picturesque lagoons with beau- 
tifully colored fish such as you see in the 
aquariums at home. 

The boys and girls spend much of 
their time swimming in the ocean, and 
there are different kinds of fish that are 
a delicacy to the natives. There are little 
sand crabs, just as white as the sand. 
One must be very quick and clever to 
catch these crabs, as they move speedily. 
There are tuitui. It is said that they are 
delicious, but they don’t look so good. 
The girls take a coconut leaf basket and 
down to the ocean they go. They swim 
around and find these queer creatures, 
round in shape, about the size of a bis- 
cuit and full of spines, something like 
porcupine quills. In a flash the girls peel 
off the quills and eat the insides. They 
do not have to be cooked. A further 
search will reveal some sayah. A Coke 
bottle will do to put the sayah in. They 
look like a big fat worm. They are cut up, 
placed in the bottle and taken home or 
to the market. These also are eaten raw 
with a preparation of vinegar sauce. Mr. 
Luce and I have never been hungry 
enough to try the sayah. Well, maybe 
some day. 

There are a few schools, but not beau- 
tiful ones like you have. They are just 
Samoan houses which are used by the 
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W. M. C. Annual Report

government for schools. A few schocis 
are conducted by the missionaries. The 
Samoan pastors conduct classes to teach 
the children about Samoan history, lang- 
uage, and customs. How grateful you 
should be for the many wonderful schools 
and great advantages you have in the 
States. God has surely blessed our coun- 
try abundantly and He expects us in 
turn, each one, to be a blessing to othiers. 

These children, for the most part, are 
very intelligent. Although they could 
speak and understand but very little 
English, in about two days we could hear 
singing all over the village, singing 
“Since Jesus Came Into My Heart,” “Pm 
So Happy,” “Climb, Climb Sunshine 
Mountain,” and many other songs. Our 
hearts were made glad to see how these 
boys and girls loved to come to God’s 
house to learn more of Him. When they 
didn’t remember all of the words they 
would fill in with a Samoan word. 


We are happy to say that there were a 
few people who gave their hearts to 
Jesus in Savaii. They begged us to come 
and live in Savaii to help them learn 
more about Jesus and to start a school 
for the boys and girls.

A Women’s Missionary 
Council was organized this year in Santa 
Maria, Philippine Islands, where Broth- 
er Clyde Shields is pastor, to mend and 
distribute the relief clothing sent there. 

Two electric washing machines were 
donated after camp meeting and are 
now in use by home missionaries. Coast 
Counties and Peninsula Districts W.M.C. 
groups served many meals to the men 
who were doing the construction work 
at the campground before camp meeting. 

An order has been placed with Church 
World Service for 25 mosquito nets at 
$1.95 each to be sent to Rev. E. M. Bren- 
gle, Philippine Islands, to be used by the 
missionaries at the Bible School in Man- 
ila. 

Many boxes of new and mended cloth- 
ing for babies, children and adults were 
sent to the Philippine and Hawaiian Is- 
lands and to orphanages in Canton, 
China; Alaska, Mexico and our orphan-

clothing and food have been sent over- 
seas by individual W.M.C. members and 
groups, besides Christmas boxes and 
food showers for Home Missionaries.

Missionary Advance 


During the past year, the Assemblies 
of God has been able to make many dis- 
tinct advances in its missionary work. In 
1948, the Ambassador, a converted C-46 
transport plane, began its first flights 
and made two trips to Africa and return. 
The new Publishing House and Bible 
Institute in Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, had 
the ground-breaking ceremony and _ is 
now in operation. The China Assemblies 

of God was organized during the year. 
Bible schools were started in Bolivia and 

Argentina. Some 75 missionaries were 

sent out to the field during the year. 


From the churches of the Assemblies 
of God in 1948, $2,046,283.28 was given 
for our world missions program. The 
churches are to be commended for the 

splendid way in which they have co- 
operated with our missionary program. 
District superintendents, pastors, evan- 
gelists, and workers in the churches have 
worked faithfully toward increased mis- 
sionary giving. 
The present critical world situation 
has made it imperative that additional 
~advances be made on our mission field 
immediately. National workers must be 
trained to carry on in the event that the 
missionaries are forced to leave; an in- 
digenous church must be developed in 
each country. At the present time it is 
planned that advances should be made 
in the development of Bible schools, 
evangelistic centers, and mission stations. 
On Sunday, February 20, the churches 
of the Assemblies of God will present the 
1949 Missionary Advance. Special em- 
phasis has been given to ten field projects 
which will be promoted in 1949. 
Throughout our fellowship on that day, 
the churches will hear recorded mess- 
ages by Noel Perkin, Foreign Missions 
Secretary, in behalf of the advancement 
of our missionary program. Sermons in 
Song, the national radio program of the 
Assemblies of God, will be devoted to 
the 1949 Missionary Advance on Febru- 
ary 20, and each church also will be pro- 
vided with a small phonograph record 
which can be used in the special service. 
In conjunction with the 1949 Mission- 
ary Advance, the Missionary Challenge, 
the monthly publication of the Foreign 
Missions Department, will be offered so 
that for each dollar contributed to the 
fund, fifty cents of that offering will se- 
cure an eight-months subscription to the 
Missionary Challenge. Everyone 1s 
urged to take advantage of this special 
offer, for it will not only bring informa- 
tion regarding mission fields, but will 
also aid in promoting special develop- 
ment of the ten missionary projects. 
Present subscribers are urged to give the 
names of friends to whom they wish the 
Missionary Challenge to be given.

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Relief Report 


Pictures and letters of appreciation for 
the relief work done by our churches of 
the district have been continuously re- 
ceived during the year. March, April and 
May Glad Tidings carried letters from 
Brother and Sister Harland Park and Lu- 
la Belle Hough, Hong Kong; Brother and 
Sister A. Walker Hall and Sister Perdue, 
Canton, China; and the Brengles from 
the Philippines. These shipments were 
reported at the last District Council but 
word had not yet been received of their 
receipt and distribution. 

In the August Glad Tidings were pic- 
tures and a letter of thanks and apprecia- 
tion from Pastor Emil Hamburg, General 
Chairman of the Organized Pentecostal 
Movement in Germany, acknowledging 
the shipment of 10,500 pounds of cloth- 
ing and 1500 pounds of powdered milk 
that went direct from the Church World 
Service warehouse here through the Pan- 
ama Canal to Germany on the Gretna 
Victory in March. This shipment was 
distributed to the various Pentecostal 
churches in the British, American, and 
Russian zones in Germany. Mrs. Paula 
Gassner, pastor of the Pentecostal Church 
at Stuttgart, Germany, acknowledged re- 
ceiving part of the shipment, also Pas- 
tor Ernest Henrich of the Christian As- 
sembly in Bremen. Without exception, 
the value of the spiritual blessings re- 
ceived because of being remembered by 
those of like precious faith were especial- 
ly emphasized. Because the Assemblies 
of God nationally have affiliated with 
Church World Service, and Brother Noel 
Perkin has been appointed on_ their 
board, our representatives in countries 
overseas where C.W.S. relief shipments 
are sent, automatically receive a propor- 
tionate amount of these shipments. 

Many displaced persons were helped 
from our relief shipments. Due to the 
fact that our Assemblies of God organi- 
zation is now a member of Church World 
Service, it will be possible for some of 
our Pentecostal D. P. brethren to leave 
misery and sorrow behind and start a 
new life in the United States, if our peo- 
ple here respond to the call that has been 
made by our Brother Perkin from the 
Foreign Missions office at Springfield. 

Church World Service Report 

To date 4168 pounds of clothing have 
been received for relief from our As- 
semblies of God churches, $150 came in 
for heifer fund, $217.87 for milk fund, 
and $399.86 for shipping expense. All of 
this except $47.75 has been turned over 
to Chur ch World Service. 

When word was received from Church 
World Service that a shipment of food 
would be sent to Europe and we could 
make a designated consignment to Ger- 
many, Brother Emil Naef contacted those 
who had sent in money for the heifer 
fund, since that program has been tem- 
porarily abandoned by the Government,

and they gave consent that the money 
could be used for food. He wrote Emil 
Humburg, the General Chairman of the 
Pentecostal Movement in Germany, and 
asked what food would be preferred by 
the majority of the people. The reply 
was “corned beef in small cans.” So $670 
which was on hand in the heifer fund 
and $376.49 in the milk fund, making a 
total of $1,046.49, has purchased corned 
beef in pound cans for shipment to the 
United Pentecostal Relief Committee, 
Bremen, Germany, consigning the ship- 
ment to the Rev. Emil Humburg, Uh- 
land Strasse 27, Muehlheim Ruhr, Ger- 
many. This was held up because of the 
dock worker’s strike during December, 
but has no doubt gone forward by now 
and will soon be acknowledged. This is 
under a Government shipment and there 
will be no shipping expense on this. 

When the Rev. A. C. Samuel and the 
Rev. C. Kunjammen, Assistant Superin- 
tendent and Secretary, respectively, of 
the Assemblies of God for South India, 
were visiting this District last spring ar- 
rangements were made to send 5,000 
pounds of light weight relief clothing to 
South India in care of Brother E. M. 
Goode. This shipment of 50 bales is be- 
ing sent via the LAWOK, Java Pacific 
Lines, sailing January 22. The expense of 
this shipment is being taken care of by 
Springfield. 

Besides this relief work of the Dis- 
trict, a number of churches have sent 
large shipments overseas.

America’s No. 1 baby under a new 
nationwide registration system is Leo- 
nard Blake Gunnells of Prattville, Ala., 
nine-pound boy born New Year’s Day. 

The infant drew serial number 101- 
49-000001. Under the new system worked 
up at last year’s meeting of the National 
Association of Registration Officials, the 
first three digits designate the state, the 
next two the year, and the last six nuin- 
bers assigned in the state. The idea, as 
explained by the association is to make 
simpler and more positive the registra- 
tion of all births. A similar syster: is in 
use in Canada. 


Machine Made to Think 


A British scientist believes it is possible 
to build a machine which can think like 
a human being. Ashby and others in a 
Bristol scientific society already have 
built a machine which they say is be- 
peo to think. “Making a synthetic 

rain requires now little more than time 
and labor,” Dr. Ashby said. “But we must 
be quite clear on one point. A proper 
synthetic brain must develop its own 
cleverness. It must not be a mere parrot. 
We must always ask how much of a 
dazzling performance is enforced by the 
designer and how much is contributed 
by the machine itself.” “At some future 
date,” Dr. Ashby added, “machines even 
may explore regions of intellectual sub- 
tlety and complexity at present beyond 
human powers. The thinking machine 
ultimately might sustain, repair and pro- 
tect itself. It might even conclude that 
man is unnecessary and decide to de- 
stroy him. 


Warplane Outmoded 


The warplane? It’s a toy of the past— 
or soon will be. The atom bomb which 
was supposed to have the power to de- 
stroy civilization is getting to be old 
stuff too. The military is reported to be 
planning a man-made platform in the 
ionosphere—a circling satellite to serve 
as a kind of pitcher’s box from which to 
throw the weapons of the future. 


Record Breaking Air Trip 


The biggest bomber has made _ its 
greatest flight. The air force announced 
its giant pride, a B36, flew nonstop from 
Fort Worth to Honolulu and _ return, 
breaking its own record (35 hours and 
more than 8,000 miles). And it carried a 
“useful bomb load” to the halfway mark, 
dropping the bombs in the ocean off 
‘Honolulu. 

It is built to carry 10,000 pounds of 
bombs 10,000 miles, the super bombers 
staggers the imagination of the public 
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and the men who fly it. It is as big as 
three five room houses and its 67-foot 
tail is as high as a four story building. 
It has groaned into the air at its full gross 
weight of 278,000 pounds. No other plane 
ever toted such a load. 

Its amazing wings stretch 230 feet— 
almost the length of a football field—and 
they flap lazily in flight. The B36 is so 
long (163 feet) its crewmen use a little 
scooter on rails to zip from nose to tail. 

Six pusher engines shove the super 
bomber along at better than 350 miles 
per hour. 

The air force hopes to stretch tne 
B36’s bombing range to 12,000 miles. 
The Cost of Another War 

The last war cost the United States 
$330,000,000,000. At its peak in 1944 it 
was costing us $90,000,000,000 a year. 

The next war, assuming 12,000,000 
men under arms and purchase of the 
same amount of munitions as in 1944, 
would cost $143,000,000,000 a year at 
present prices. If this war lasted as long 
as World War II, total cost would be 
$540,000,000,000 without allowing for 
new inflation. 

Cost in lives of a conflict with Russia 
is unpredictable, but the toll would 
doubtless exceed that of World War II, 
when the United States lost 294,000 
killed and 670,000 wounded. Scales of 
losses probable in a fight across Europe 
is suggested by German experience. Ger- 
many lost 5,000,000 men killed and miss- 
ing, 4,000,000. wounded, largely on Rus- 
sian fronts. 


What Frigntens Einstein 

Dr. Einstein, the world famous scien- 
tist, is an infidel; but he says; “The real 
problem is in the hearts and minds of 
men. It is not a problem of physics, but 
of ethics. It is easier to denature plu- 
tonium (another fission agent discovered 
since uranium) than to denature the evil 
spirit of man. What frightens us in not 
the explosive power of the atomic bomb, 
but the equally explosive power of hu- 
man personalities. Man’s skills have out- 
stripped his morals. His engineering has 
leaped ahead of his wisdom. We cannot 
cancel or call back his scientific advance, 
but we can and must, if the world is to 
survive, help man to catch up. In God’s 
name, if you still believe in God, take 
Him seriously, and somehow get control 
of what science has given to the world 
or. else—or else we shall all likewise per- 
ish.” 

Science can control atomic power, but 
only God can control human nature. 
And if men refuse to submit to Him 
they will blow each other into a ¢odless 
eternity.
